Hi-Slwar Helps Put 
Satellites In Orbit

Carried aloft bv T single 
Atlas D missile from Vanden- 
berg Air Force Base. March 
30. two Air Force research 
satellites are now circling the 
earth in 480- and 514-mile 
orbits.

The twin satellite- known 
as Orbital Vehicle One-Four 
lOVMi and OVi-.i. used 
thrusters. scparaticn nuts, 
ind power cartridges devel­ 
oped and manufactured in 
Torrance by the Hi-Shear 
Corp.

For their rocket ride into 
space, the satellites -vcre en­ 
closed in a protective pod 
Five minutes after launch, 
which occurred at 1 L'n am 
last Wednesday, the OV1 ve­ 
hicles popped out of their 
cocoons and coasted for 
about eight minutes. A solid 
fuel rocket motor or. each 
satellite then fired for about 
22 seconds, injecting the 
OVls into their individual 
orbits.

Once in orbit, the satellites 
coasted for about two min­ 
utes prior to separation from 
their dead rocket motors. 
One domed end of each satel­ 
lite was attached to the front

of its propulsion unit with »l 

Hi-Shear I h r u s I e r. The! 

thrusters separated th? satel­ 

lites from their 780-pound 
propulsion modules with Hi- 
Shear power cartridges. The 
cartridges produced high- 
pressure-gases clectro-explos- 
ively. driving a piston for­ 
ward to free the s-ientific 
satellites from their spent 
propulsion units.

One of the UV1 satellites is 
conducting infrared studies. 
The unit carries a number of 
optical sensors which had to 
be uncovered. Hi-Shear's low 
reaction separation nuts were 
fired at 2.5-second intervals 
with Hi-Shear power cart­ 
ridges to remove hatches cov­ 
ering the sensors.

The OV1 satellites, built 
by the Convair Division of 
General Dynamics for the Air 
Force of Aerospace Research, 
are being designed to trans­ 
mit for 90 days such data as 
the thermal characteristics of 
the earth and atmosphere, 
the effects of long-term 
weightlessness on living or­ 
ganisms, and growth rules of 
selected plants.
